Loyal servants of a beloved em­ 
ployer, they planned for days a 
dinner, in his honor, invited noted 
guests, gathered together many a 
letter of congratulation When Har­

Ulysses S. Grant, Jr.
As it must to all men, Death 

eamc last week to Ulysses S. Grant 
Jr., son of former President Grant 
(Republican 1869-1876, two terms), 
famed leader of Union forces in 
the Civil War. 

Last week while Grant Jr. slept 
 t peaceful .Sandberg Lodge, oh 
the Ridge Route, seventy miles
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nortfl of Los Angeles, death Ove 
took him. The night before he ha 
eaten a hearty dinner, smoked se 
er.il cigars, chatted with fricm 
retired. Next morning his fricm 
found him, lifeless.

Though not as .nationally f 
mous as his noted father, Gra 
Jr. carved a lasting monument 
himself in Southern California b 
his public works. From a Ne 
York law office he came in 1893 t 
San Diego, seeking health for h 
wife, In San Diego he became 
famed lawyer, well known real estat 
man, builder of the far-famed 1 
S. Grant Hotel, first large rein 
forced concrete .building ever bui 
in San Diego. At one time Gran 
Jr: was San Diego County's larg 
est taxpayer. 

Not far from his illustrious fatl 
cr's birthplace, at Point Pleasan 
Ohio- Ulysses S. Grant, Jr, firs 
saw the light of day at Bethe 
Ohio, in 1852. His education w» 
wrought out of experience's at Ex 
cter Academy in Massachusetts 
Harvard University, and later a 
!he Columbia University Lav 
School in New York. Then cam 
lis firsts law practice in New Yorl 
lis wifc'e illness, his migration t 
San Diego and. his consequent ac 
tivities there.
